SINGLE STEM HAZEL X FILBERT HYBRIDS: The U. S. Department of Agriculture hortie 
culturists have made two very desirable crosses between the American hazel and the 
European Filbert, I have grafted these on to the Turkish tree hazel. The result 
is a tree, with one trunk, not a clustering giant bush like the ordinary multiple-= 
shoot cluster that a filbert makes. They grow rapidly and bear early. By all 
means plant some. Single stem makes these very different from other filberts. 

TURKISH TREE HAZEL SERDLINGS: This is a nut bearing tree but it cannot com~ 
pete in nuts with filbert or hazol. It is recommended for its beauty - a remarke 
ably perfect cone, rather sharply tapering. Will make your lawn a landmark.

NEBRASKA PERSIMMON: There aro very few persimmons in Nebraska and this one 
should be good on the northern edge of persimmon territory such as Connecticut and 
most of New York State.
